the vessel and contents to the crown. 
In this action the preponderance of 
evidence was with the vessel, the court 
deciding that the seizure was wholly 
unjustifiable, and restoring the schoon- 
er, stores aud -JUS skins, to the custody 
of Capt. Doeruig, the skins subsequent- 
ly being sold at SL0.25 each. 


The skipper of the Beatrice brought 


a claim against the British government 
for the value of the catch that might 
reasonably been 
secured 
bad the 


schooner been allowed to complete its 
season's bunting. 
Several other ves- 


sels, notably the E. li. Marvin, which 
was similarly situated with regard to 
presumptive losses incident to their 
seizure determined to let the Beatrice's 
appeal stand as a. test ease aud the 
hearing of the claim was accordingly 
brought on as quickly as possible. 
The judge decided at the outset that 
the justice of the claim could not be 
disputed and the evidence taken was 
almost entirely as to the extent and 
value of the catch that the schooner 
might reasonably have been expected 
to make had it completed the season's 
hunting.

MUNCIE, Tnd., July 29.—A wind storm 


with heavy rain passed over Delaware 
county Tuesd'a3', and much damage 
was done. A half dozen houses and 
barns were struck by lightning, but no 
one was injured. Thousands of bush- 
els of oats are under water, and one- 
half of the big potato crop is ruined. 


LAFAYETTK, Ind., July 29.— The rain 


and electric storm which struck this 
community Tuesday night was the 
heaviest and most disastrous ever re- 
corded in the county. In six hours tho 
rainfall measured 4.30 inches. 
Tho 


sewers were inadequate to carry off 
the water and hundreds of cellars are 
filled. Several streets leading to the 
bluffs are completely torn out. The 
camp of workmen on the

home extension of the street railway 
was washed away,

All railroads leading into 


the city blockaded all day.

MAIL FOR SMALL TOWNS. 


Frco Delivery Can Ito H:»u by 
I'uylng 


for It. 


Small communities, denied letter-car- 


rier service by the post oilice depart- 
ment, can have such service legally at a 
comparatively small expense to' the 
beneficiaries. This has been demon- 
strated at Berwick, Columbia countv 
Pa. 


Berwick, s-iys the New York Post, 


was one of the -lli post otlices selected lo 
test the. practicability and expense of 
extendiugthc freodelivery service to the 
smaller post oflices. 
When the service 


was suspended July 1, after having boon 
in operation for live years, the patrons 
of the post office were quite willing to 
provide for its continuance attheirown 
expense. 


This was done under an old regula- 


tion of the postal department which 
makes it the duty of postmasters to de- 
liver to any private letter-carrier letters 
and papers for all persons who have 
given such carrier a written order for 
their mail matter. This regulation had 
not been used anyu'bere, it is believed, 
for a general system of delivering let- 
ters. 


The post oilice department, although 


not rescinding the regulation, has not 
favored a private carrier system, aud 
has given as a reason that it "aims a 
deadly blow at box rents." The carrier 
system in Berwick hud cost the govern- 
ment $225 a year. No trouble was ex- 
perienced in obtaining the consent of 
225 families to have their mail delivered 
twice daily for one dollar peraunum. 


So anxious wcxe the business men to 


have a carrier system that many offered 
to pay enough to give the carrier boys 
twice their old salary. 


RATTLERS IN THE ROCKS. 


Big: Sniike limit in the Lumber CampB on 


the A11OKUOH7 IHoimtiiliin. 


AY. I. Harvey, lumber contractor of 


some of the five lumber jobs on Hayes 
run, in tho Allegheny mou.nt;Un«, tells 
a tale of rattlesnakes tilmt ui.igiit seem 
incredible, says the Pittsburgh Com- 
mercial Gazette, were it not known, to 
be true. For some time past the local- 
ity around these camps became so in- 
fested with rattlers that the woods ap- 
peared perfectly Jilive with them, and it 
became cxtremeljr dangerous to work 
near where there were any rocks or 
places where a sniake could successfully 
locate. 
Becently all hands prepared 


for a siege, and.armhig themselves witJi 
guns, axes and clubs, went on a hunt 
for snakes. They were found in such 
large numbers as to almost stagger 
their assailants. Under every nook, in 
every crevice, under rotten logs and 
wherever a snake could find n, retreat 
rattlers were found, o-nd the number 
killed footed up just 109. The big per 
cent, of them got away among-the rocks, 
where they could not be unearthed. 
The snakes were of till sizes and ages, 
measuring- from three feet to almost 
seven, and having- from two to twenty- 
four rattlers. 


Last year this camp was troubled 


very little with snakes, but about IP 
milcjg west o-f here, near Cato, they 
were so numerous that a party of six 
men, who went on a hunt for them, 
killed 229 in two days, find at one place, 
in overturning a stone, uncovered apile 
of rattlers big enough to fill a bushel 
basket. From this it would seem as 
if the rattler was a migrating- reptile.

strength increases up to a certain a^e 
and then 
decreases. 
Tests of the 


strength of several thousands of people 
have been made by means of a, dyna- 
mometer {strength measurer) and the 
following are given as the average, fig- 
ures for the white race: 


The "lifting power" of a youth of 17 


years is 280 pounds; in his 20th year' 
this increases to 380 pounds; and In the 
30th'and :»lst years it reaches its height 
—35C pounds. At the eJid of the 31st 
year the strength begins to decline, 
very slowly at first. 


By the 40th year it has decreased 


eight pounds; and this diminution con- 
tinues nt a slightly increasing rate un- 
til the 50th year is reached, when the 
figure is 3'M pounds. 


After Miis period the strength fails 


more and more rapidly until the weak- 
ness of old age is reached. It is notpos- 
r.ible to give the statistics of the decline 
of strength after the 50th year, as it 
varies to a large extent in different indi- 
viduals.

.How to Wa*h niankotg Before Patting 


Them Awuy.

The feather bed is, of course, a thing 


of the past. It is probabty not lamented 
|u many quarters, as it is certainly un- 
henlthful, difficult to care for, n.nd not 
•pleasant to sleep on. 
Mattresses, 


blankets, pillows, and other articles of 
bedding', however, require much wire, 
to be kept odorless and clean. 


The main enemies to mattresses are 


dust, damp and moth, and 
frequent 


l>rushing must be given them, for in an 
(incredibly short time they will harbor 
dust all along: the edges and where the 
button is fixed. A loose cotton cover 
over the mattress, made to button neat- 
ly nt one end, also goes o. long way 
toward keeping1 It clean. This can be 
wished nnd ohnnged oa often as need 
be without much troub'le or expense. It 
is very important to air all the bedding1 
thoroughly. Every article should be 
daily taken off and laid separately over 
a chair -and a strong1 current of afr 
should be allowed to circulate through 
the room before the clothes are re- 
placed. The mattress ahould be turned 
daily and from end to end, as this in- 
suree it being worn more evenly, and 
not sinking in tlve middle. 


Blankets orcr a difficulty to many peo- 


ple, mostly because they cannot make 
up their minds as to how often they 
should be washed, nor how they should 
bo treated. In miany houses they are 
wished only once a year; but soniuow 
that does seem rather too rare a pro- 
ceeding. On the other hand, it is really 
not necessary to have them washed more 
than twice a your; but they must have 
proper care in the Interval in the shape 
of airing, shaking, etc. A washing ma- 
chine Is very good for the purpose, 
especially as they should 
never be 


rubbed by the hand. The water should 
be only lukewarm, and a little soap well 
Jathercd in tho water is all that will 
l>e required. Wring the> blankets very 
dry through a wringer, shake them out 
and wash again in tho same way, wring- 
ing each time, until they nrc quite 
clean. Do not rinse them, but pull them 
into shape and hang them out in the 
sun, which is a great help to preserving 
(i good color.—Boston Globe.

Bicycle Riders Will MaKe a Kick 


on Tliem.

And Will Endeavor to Have «n Ordinance 
t F«e««d In 1893, Regulating tlie Sprink- 


ling 
of Street*, 
Enrorc»d—Th*y 


Hay Also Petition Couucil. 


A movement is on foot among bicy- 


cle riders of the city to bring the ow- 
ners ot sprinkling carts to terms and 
prevent them from making the paved 
streets a sea of mud from sun up to sun 
down. 
Sprinlking is a good thing, but 


in the maettr of street sprinkling we 
Lave been getting too much of a good 
thing. The owners of water carts have 
Iwen literally flooding the streets, mak- 
ing them muddy and sloppy. A bicy- 
cle rider is in constant danger of bis 
wheel slipping and giving him a bad 
fall and is generally ornamented with 
' a streak of mud up his back. The evil 
lias been growing worse of late and 
steps will be taken to put a stop to it. 


An ordinance passed by the city 


council August 16th, 1893, provides 
that "the apparatus used,whether cart, 
•wagon, hose attached to water works, 
or other apparatus, shall throw a spray 
of water sufficiently large to lay the 
dust thoroughly, and no larger; and it 
shall he unlawful for 
any person, 
( 


whether 
contractor or employe, to 


sprinkle, spray or flood any of said 
streets, alleys or avenues so as to ren- 
der them muddy or liable to injury m 
any manner. 
It is also unlawful to sprinkle any 


of the cross walks and a penalty of a 
fine of not less than$l nor more.than $o 
is provided for the first offense. 
The 


street commissioner is strictly enjoined 
to see. that this ordinance is enforced. 


It is the intention of the bicycle men 


to call the attention of the street com- 
missioner to Tiolations of this ordi- 
nance and endeavor to secure a remedy 
in this way. Failing in this a peti- 
tion will he circulated asking the city 


. council to take decisive action in the 


matter and the attention of the water 
•works board called to the wasteful use 
of water. 
The bicycle boys are indeed earnest. 


They are tired of riding about in mud 
and slop especially when by the exercise 
of a little care on the part of the 
sprinklers it can be prevented.
